Manufacturers Tell of Para-
mount Lessons Learned by
Last Year’s Work.

What Is the paramount lesson
learned by the automobile industry
in 19217 This question was put to
its 409 affillated manufacturing
concerns by the Motor and Acces-
B0ry Manufactarers’ Association.
A summary of the replies -has just
been made public by M. L. Hemin-
way. general manager of the asso-
clation.

The overwhelming majority of
indicate that the
chief fundamental lesson learned
by the automotive companies dur-
ing 1921 wag the necessity of maln-
taining conservative, balanced .in-
ventories. Corollaries of this men-
tioned by most of the cOompanies
are ®he danger of over-expansion
and over-optimism; the menace of
“over” over-head; the necessity for
rizid, but gound economies; and the
elimination of “ralnbow-chasing.

Gieneral conservatism in buying,
greater prudence in maklng com-
milments, and closer period buying
are mentioned by virtually pll the
executives who contributed to the
symposium as last year's principal
contribution to business wisdom.
Anciher significant recurrent note
in most of the statements is the
lésgon learned by manufacturers
that the view-point of the ultimate
consEumer must to a greater gxtent
gulde production and distribution
policies.

Sinclair Must Keep Horse
For a While or Settle
Out of Court.

I EEE I —
NEW YORK,. Dec. . 19.—For a
week a young., handsome horss

named Playfellow, member of the
best horse family In America, with
entree to the most exclusive box
stalls in raclng society. heard him-
self called “cribber” and “wina-
sucker” In court; heard it whis-
pered . among his friends that he
sometimes secretly ate his own
bedding; that he ran llke & cross
between a Plymouth Rock rooster
and a soft-shell crab, and that he
couldn't drink |n, decent horse com-
pany without getting his feet iIn
the trough.

All last week young Playfellow
remained In his apartments in the
very high-toned Rancocas Stables,
not at home to anyone but the sta-
ble servants, except when his per-
sonal escort took him out for brief
breathers to open up his pipes and
flex his priceless knees. Belng un-
der a cloud, Playfellow, son of
Fairplay and full-brother to the
noble Man o' War, declined to im-
pose the burden of his friendship
on his true-blue friends in the Ran-
cocas upper' set and wouldn't give
the wvulgar bhourgeols colts of the
stable a chance to flap a gossiping
lip In his hearing., In the coarse
manner of the newly rich, man or
horse,

Playfellow’s reputation as a thor-
oughbred, an aristocrat among
aristocratic horses, was at stake in
the Brooklyn Supreme Corurt where
a jury was hearing the suit of
Harry Sinclair, the oil man, hrs
present owner, against James ™.
Johnsan, who =old Playfellow to
Sinclair for $100,000. Sinclalr
wanted his money back, claiming
Playfellow was, so to speak, no
gentleman as a horse, having cer-
taln habits which marked him as a
member of the degeneracy, not of
the aristocracy Playfeliow was
not permitted to testify in his own
defense or even to appear in court
His price had been a matter of pride
to Playfellow. Even the great Babe
Ruth, champion of all bascball
champlons, cost little more than
Ilayfellow cost Sinclair.

And now, after all, hiz personal
characteristics, his table manners,
every detall of his make-up have
been criticised publicly in manner
most unfriendly, Playfellow still
doesn't know whether he's a race
horse or a plow horse, in fact, won-
dera If he Isn't some kind of a goat
—or a goat of no particular kind
at all

For when Justice Gannon read the
sealed verdict in eourt today, Play-
fellow was no better oft than be-
fore. The jury disagreed. Sinclair
must keep Playfellow for the time
being, and mnaturally a sensitive
voung fellow such as Playfellow, of
gentlest breeding and finest blood,
does not enjoy being the guest of a
man who makes no secret of not
wanting him around.

What is left of Playfellow's repu-
tation will be cast to the legal
wolves in another trial beginning
January 3, unless Sinclair agrees to
withdraw his charges and settle out
of court, which would be a horse of
| quite another color.

AUTO VETERAN HAS
 WIDE EXPERIENCE

!Enabled Henry Ford to
Turn Out 1,000 Cars
Per Day, Claimed.

Walter E. Flan@ers, chairman of
| the board of alrectors of the Ricken-
|hnrkrr Motor Company, will take over
| and operale Rickenbacker distribution
| franchizses for the States of Mary-
| land, Virgisia and the District of
Columbia. .

This announcement was made hy
Capt. E. V. Rickenbacker, director
of sales. service and advertising, at
the factory in Detroit late last week.
It is unique. because it heralds a
relationship never before existing in

the mputomobile industry. In the past
great automobile magnates have
electeq to stick to the factory end,

feeling that the responsibility alone
of manufacturing a motor car and
marketing it nationally was enough
| for the broadest of shoulders to bear
zMr. Flanders, however, has chosen
to act in the dual capacity of factory
chairman and distributor for a dual
reason. One part of it is that he
wants to establish a lucrative busi-
ness for his son, George Flanders,
who is to take a hand in the manage-
ment of the Flanders-Rickenbacker
Motor Company, as the new organiza-
tion will be known. The other reason
is that Mr. Flanders Is more enthu-
siastic over the Rickenbacker car
than any he has ever seen.

Among the ploneer executivea who
have made the automobile Industry
none has a greater record than Walter
| E. Flanders. "o his credit stands
the invention of the method whereby
Henry Ford was able to turn out
thdusands of cars per day from his
plants. Following his Ford connec-
tlon, he merged three companies into
the old EMF wbhich many will re-
membes as one of tife first of the
spectacular successes in the automo-
bile business. When EMF was sold
to Studebaker, Flanders then took
over the Maxwell Motor Company,
from which he retired in 1918 after
five successful years,

The story of how he decided to
re-enter the fleld ang affiliate him-
selfl with Capt. Rickenbacker and his
associates, goes back to one day more
than a year ago. At the invitation
of his friend and associate, B, F.
Everitt, president of the Ricken-
backer Company, Mr. Flanders was
induced to take a ride in a Ricken-
backer experimental car that up to
that time had been driven 80,000
miles. - Noted as a man of few words
and decislve action, the verteran fac-
tory chief drove the car himselr for
an hour and a nalf, returned, jumped
out and said, “"Count me in."

Thereupon he accepted the chair-
manship of the Rigkenbacker board.

BERLIN, Dec. 1].—The members
of the  international commission of
reparation have been in Berlin for
the last few days Nobody could
tell the reason why. At his first
reception, M. Dubols, who not only
represents France in this eom_mlt-
slon, but is at its head, told the
chancellor that the only thing the
commission did not intend -was_to

rebate grants of respite.

“If we may believe these words,
the commission’s journey has been
undertaken for ‘the chlef and pers
haps the only reason that the mem-~
bers might have a look at Geérmany.
This looks Jike a kind of local.sum-
mons where the jury is taken to

Distant Treatment Good.

Ih order to give a verdict on Ger-
many, however, a local summons s
not necessary. Germany's allment
is to be seen from far off, and the
“case"” of Germany is one of the
few medical cases where not only
distant diagnosis, but distant treat-
ment, is able to effect a cure. Ger-
many can| be cured from London
and Paris—always in case London
and Parls have an {nterest In get-
ting money from Germany.

The treatment of the patlent
ought to begin with the physictans
wetting rid of their mistake. All
the world takes Germany for an
obstinate malingerer, In reality,
the country is in a state pf the
gravest physical slckness,

The Wirth Cabinet has the ear-
nest Intention of carrying out the
condigions of the covenant. But it
lacks one thing, especially as re-
gards matters of finance. It lacks
the great man, who, by his sug-
gestive powers, Is able .to show the
people that jt Ils possible to carry
out the conditions, and that, by
carrying them out methodieally,
the necessary alleviations of the
burden of reparation may be gained
Eained. ! .

No Worse Than Others.

The Cabinet does not possess the
necessary power tp replace the lacm
of conviction In the German sub-
jects by high pressure. The Oer-
man people see that immense taxes
are to be extorted. Most Germans
are not one whit worse than peo-
ple in other States, fanatical taxe
payers excepted. They would ecna
by paying their taxes Hke other
subjects elsewhere, if they had not
to bear the blows of cruel woras
as well, which come pouring in
from abroad.

A brain versed in politics has no
diMiculty 1in understanding why
French politicians have to tell
their people every week that Ger-
many will have to be thoroughly
shaken and that In case It refuses
to pay, France will have recourse
to repalr her losses hy the private
property of the German subject.

The German subject is willing
to pay the taxes but he does not
want to run the risk of lostng nia
private property. And as he scents
this danger when he reads the
spfeches made in France and the
articles printed jn the French
press, he tries to bury his treas-
ures.

Buy Dollar Noten.

Tn the war times of former cen-
turies, the peasant who heard the
enemy approaching took his silver
and zold to his field and buried
it. Today more up-to-date forms
have been found. People buy dol-
| lar notes for their German money,
Cr try to get lheir money to mcan-
dinavia or other states by the help
of friends, and invest it in foreign
money. All this is taking place to
a very great extent in Germany at
present, but not at the inducement
of government or with its permis-
slon, but, on the contrary, in spite:
of its strong resistance, |

What is government to do? It|
threatens the speculators with|
heavy punishment. Still, in Ger-|
many, as elsewhere, you can nnly1
punishment the felons you have in
custody,

There Is'only one remedy on a
large scale—a rise of the German
rate of exchange. The minute all
those who have bought dollar notes
or fureign securities begin to sec
that these measures involve them
in losses, all the fortunes invested
in foreign moneys will be changed
into German money, the exported
money will flow back to Germany, the
German Eovernment will have
plenty of foreign bills to pay its
reparations in a way which will not
have disastrous effects on foreign
rates of exchange and on the
money marketa of the whole world.

Big Medicine.

This “Big Medicine” iz not to he
prepared in tha drug store of Ger-
many alone, however. Germany's
balance of trade I8 not active: Ger-
many gants an international joma
As soon as the great International
powers of finance are ready to al-
low credit to Germans from their
own means, the  readjustment of
values which is necessary in order
that Germany may become solvent
will surely take place. :

This readjustment of values will
not take place when Germany
gains new means f{rom the loan
mentioned, but will begin the moment
it is really promised. It was in-
teresting to notice the panic on the
German money market which be-
gan when the actlon of credit om
the German trade rendered the
probability of such a loan less disg-
tant. 5

At once the a uncement ca d
& slump of the dollar from 320 to
240 marks. The perfection of suclh
a credit would most likely bring
the dollar down to about 120 or
cven 100 marks. And thus the Ger-
man nervousness—against which'the
German physicians are powerless—
could be cured by the great medl-
cine men of London and New York
City, but oniy by them.
